‘The reports for seven months of this year under 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff, show how completely 
this Republican “Home Market” theory has been 
sacrificed through a combination of absolute free 


| trade with prohibitive taxation. To support what 


President Cleveland called the “Commune of Capi- 
tal,” the Payne-Aldrich act gave organised mo- 
nopoly a free list which now covers more than 
half the total of al] imports. The proportion of 
free trade for monopoly only in the first seven 
months of 1913 is 62.92 per cent of the total of $1,- 
018,000,000 merchandise imports. Out of all goods 
imported free, only 7.70 per cent are “manufac- 
tures ready for consumption,” and these do not 
belong to the class of goods in demand by the 
general buyer. 

This free trade for the “Commune of Capital” 
operated, with prohibitive duties, to decrease the 
number of factories in the smaller cities and to 
make impossible the increased number of “local 
home markets” demanded by Garfield and Blaine. 
As a method. this was the logical method of mo- 
nopoly, centralizing business. 

The return to sanity, which makes competition 
with centralized monopoly easier, justifies the ex- 
pectation not only of better general business in 
“the Home Market” as a whole, but of more fac- 
tortes, beginning as the “infant industries” which, 
prior to the era of trusts, protectionists insisted 
they wished to foster. As infant industries have 
been throttled by protection, combined with free 
trade for monopolists only, the intent of the Un- 
derwood act is to stop this crime against political 
common sénse and common business honesty. It

Causes of Long State Constitutions.

One of the criticisms directed against our State 
Ccnstitution by the State Bar Association, is its 
prolixity, its wordiness. It is pointed out that 
this instrument ef 40,000 words is not an example 
of a terse statement of fundamental principles, 
but is tn fact a cede of laws, and is more like a 
complex legislative enactment than an organic 
instrument. 

The situation In Missour! is not different from 
that In other States. The fundamental laws in al] 
States have eonstantly grown in length, and have 
more and more assumed the form of a legislative 
code. 

Two principal reasons are assigned. First. this 
eondition has been made inevitable by the rapidiy 
increasing complexity of society. The tendency 
ts to evolve a complex social) condition, with ever 
increasing diversity and antagonism of interests. 
We no longer live simply, as did our fathers, nor 
de we wish to do so if it were possible. | Confront- 
ed by such obvious conditions, the people have 
scught to regulate and contro) it by constitutional] 
adoption. 

Second, state censtitutions have grown in 
length in proportion to the distrust of the people 
in the wisdem and probity of state legislatures. 
The people are no tonger willing to leave to the 
ancertainties of legislative enactment a large 
number of questions vita) to their happiness, such 
as revenue and tazation, education, the courts and 
corporate rights and obligations. 

Does the remedy le in the mere arbitrary 
abbreviation of the phraseology of our State Con- 
stitution? Constitutional codes are the mou en 
fashion, they are the rule. The cause is apparent 
to any observer, and it lies at the very root of our 
sccial condition. RB

Freeing Insurance Premitms. 

Washington Herald: Great interest centers about 
the decision of the tariff conférees to exempt from 
the income tax that portion of the premium on 
mutual life insurance policies which Is returned 
to policyholders as dividends. This action came 
rather unexpected, as the amendments made orig- 
inally by the.

SHOWS ITSELF 


HE most picturesque recent interna- 
tional event was the parade before 
Sir Edward Oarson of the Ulster 
‘Army of Rebellion,’’ 11,000 strong, carry- 
ing wooden muskets, when they issued their |: 
defiance to the British Empire. The Asquith 
Government has intimated that if they set 
up their provisional government it will not 
call out the British army but will simply 
shut the Ulster rebels off from the use of 
the mails. This has been received with in- 
dignation at Belfast as contrary to the rules 
of ‘‘honorable warfare.’’

LESS BRAWN FOR 
ARMY, MORE BRAIN 
IS PRESENT NetD 


Recruiting Officer Declares wi 
cruits Far Below Old Physical | 
Standard. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—America will 
bave to depend more on brains and less 
on brawn in wars in the immediate fu- 
ture, according to Capt. H. W. Jones of 
the medical corps of the army, who 1s 
located at Jackson Barracks, La. Capt. 


Jones has been making a study of re- 
cruits and he declares they are much be- 
low former standards physically. He 
hopes they have brains to counterbal- 
ance this deficiency, but he is not sure 
about it, 

He found frem an examination 
ef the records of a large num- 
ber of recruite that the percentage of 
strong men apriytng for enlistment to- 
day ia 8&8 per cent, as compared with 57 
per cent in Wi. The men considered 
weak at the present time constitute 4 
per cent as against 19 per cent in 18765. 

Capt. Jones calls attention to the great 
decline in the number of foreign-born re- 
crults entering the army, the percent- 
age having drorped from 6 to 9’per cent. 
Many recruita from the rural districts 
of Louisiana, Alabama and Mississippi 
are found to be badly fed and under 
weight. 

“\Ve must take these figures cautious- 
ly,”” Capt. Jones added, ‘I think there 
is no doubt that we are getting a dif- 
ferent type of man in the service today 
from what we got years ago; he may be 
just as good, and he may have more 
brain but he does not seem to have as 
much brawn. Whether the present-day 
recruit would last as well under the old 
conditions of hard frontier service, with 
sanitary conditions far inferior to those 
of the present time is hard to gay, but 
I think it doubtful if he would. 

The high percentage of strong men 
from 1876 to 1878 may be due to the fact 
that recruiting, at least in this part of 
the country, was not very active then, 
and the army could pick {ts men, ac- 
cepting only the hardiest and best. Fin- 
ally, I believe further investigation in 
other parts ofthe country miht tell us, 
whether our standard is really deterior- 
ating or not.’

Claggett was suing for 
divorce at the time of his wife's 
death. He explained to the Probate 
Judge that the separation was caused 
by her refusing to close a real estato 
trade she had ezreed to make. This 
started a quarrel and ended in her 
telling him to leave the house, he 
said.

T'S a far cry from Longfeliow's vil- 

lage biacksmith to the big play pro- 

ducers of New York City, yet certain 
recent happenings in the metropolis 
Seem to ind.cate that there is at least 
ome point of resembtance between them 
which fairly pulsates with pathos for 
the purveyors of American drama. 

“Tolling, rejoicing, sorrowing,” we are 
told of Longfellow’s humble hero, “On- 
ward through life he goes; each morning 
sees some task begun, each ‘evening 
sees its close’’—and it is right here that 
tears for the playsmiths are in order 
Each morning, almost, sees some new 
stage work ready for its New York pre- 
miere, and well-nigh each evening sees 
the premature close of a production for 
‘which a long run was fondly hoped. 
A pitifully few producers can continue 
the Longfellow quotation and say that 
‘something attempted, something done. 
has earned a night’s repose.” Tran- 
quil slumber is difficult in such @ case. 
Not “Macbeth,” but the lack of any- 
thing like the play-writing genius that 
ereated “Macbeth,” hath murdered 
sleep. 

This, at any rate, now must be the 
melancholy conviction of one New York 
manager who has established a new rec- 
ord by producing a play that lived for 
but one night in the metropolis, of an- 
Other whose similar venture went tc 
smash in less than a week, and of sev- 
eral more who have seen their produc- 
tions of this season “fold their tents 
like the Arabs and silently steal away” 
after a fortnight or so of starved exist 
ence In “papered’’ houses. It surely 
is deplorable, but a brighter side of the 
picture is presented by the dozen or 8o 
ot new plays that have scored successes 
during this same period. 


The most authentic New York tri- 
umph of the past two weeks seems 
to have been scored by “Seven Keys 
to Baldpate,” the George M. Cohan 
dramatization of Earl Derr Bigsgers 
clever satire of rampant melodrama, 
which now is playing to crowded 
houses at the Astor Theater .with 
every ikelihood of achieving an all- 
season. run. 

Wallace HDddinger as Magee, the 
rapid-fire novelist whose wager that 
he can write a “best seller” in 24 
hours constitutes the basis of the 
play’s story, is the featured figure 
of the offering and is credited with 
admirable work in the creating of 
bogus “thrills” and in sustaining the 
good comedy of which there is «a 
plentiful supply. All the play’s myste- 
rious and pulse-quickening incidents, 
folowing Magee's retirement, alone, to 
Baldpate Inn for the purpose of 
“grinding out” his made-while-you- 
wait novel, are in reality the action 
of the novel itself, visualized to the 
audience after the author has seated 
himself at his trusty typewriter and 
begun pounding the keys. But it is 
not until nearly the close of the 
story that the audience learns this 
diverting truth and, in the meantime, 
there has been any amount of ex- 
citement and breezy fun. Grafters, 
gun-men, actors, blackmalilers, Ro- 
lice, a baffling hermit, a truly ter- 
rifio villain, an uncommonly abhorreat 
adventuress and the loveliest of 
heroines appear during the progress 
‘of the play, the dramatic interest 
being of. breathless intensity. Tho 
plece is described as “melodrama 
gone mad” and all New York is 
pieeening at the rich humor of it.

Picturesque Character, Who 
Rides Rods of Train Like a 
Man, Tells of Crime. 


STRUGGLE ON HOUSEBOAT 


Says Arkansan Beat Her and 
Rescuer Clubbed and Slashed 
Her Companion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

DES ARC, Ark., Oct. 4.—Though a 
little yellow dog led to her arrest on a 
charge of murdering John Howard, a 
pearigr, Belle Delaney, 50 years old, in- 
sists that @he dog remain in the cell 
with her, and demands extra rations 
from the Prairie County jailer to feed 
the dog. « 

Howard, who had worked on White 
River and who. is said to have sold 
pearls valued at about $10,000 in recent 
months, was murdered in his houseboat 
12 miles up the river from Des Arc. His 
head was crushed and across his abdo- 
men was a cut which alone would have 
caused his death. The body was 
wrapped with heavy chains from head to 
feet and tossed into the river. 

Belle Delaney, a wanderer, made her 
home with Howard for a week before 
the crime. The evidences of a death 
struggle on the floor of the houseboat 
led to the search for the body, which 
was found after it had been’ in the 
water for several weeks. 

Traced From Town to Town. 

Sheriff A.V. Harris then started to 
find the woman, tracing her to Little 
Rock and later to Hot Springs, where 
she was arrested. She confessed to the 
officers that she had knowledge of 
Howard's murder, implicating Fred 
Shanks, a White River fisherman, in 
the crime. 4 

According to the story of the Delaney 
woman, Howard came home from Des 
Arc in an intoxicated condition and be- 
gan to beat her. Her screams attracted 
Shanks to the rescue. After takirg her 
to a safe place, she says, Shanks re- 
turned to the houseboat and killed How- 
ard, later weighting the body wk, the 
chains and throwing it in the river. “She 
says that Shanks went through the dead 
man’s pockets and took from them about 
$9, of which he gave her $5, and she be- 
gan her wandering. 

Seys Negrees Saw Crime. 

She asserts that several negroes wit- 
nessed the murder, and that Shanks 
slashed Howard across the abdomen aft- 
er hitting him on the head with a bat. 
She says the death struggle was terr- 
rible, but still insists that she did not 
see the crime committed. 

.The police believe that Howara had 
a large sum of money and that the mur- 
derers secured it. But they are at a 
loss as to. where’ to begin on the hun: 
for the ‘money, for neither of the ac- 
cused persons has appeared to bépos- 
sessed of funds. 

The Delaney woman is a picturesque 
character. She rides any kind of a) train 
and any place on ghe train, beihe as 
much at home on the rods, or even 
more so, than on the cushioned seats of 
a passenger coach. After leaving the 
houseboat belonging to Howard, whom 
she had met in DeVall’s Bluff a short 
time before, she went to Helena, | For- 
rest City, Brinkley and Little Rock. 

Chariot for Her Dog. ) 

She was easily traced by the little yel- 
low dog. The woman carried two bran 
sacks, in one she had cooking utensils 
and the other was the chariot in which 
the dog rode when tired of tramping 
over gravel ballasted railroads. 

She has been given a preliminary hear: 
ing @nd held.to the Prairie County 
grand jury which meets next month. 
Shanks, who denies he participated in 
the murder, will also be heid for the 
action of ¢he grand jury.

How Muivihill Ruled. 
*Former Commissioner Mulvihill ruled 
in the case of McTague’s Cafe, that a 
partition dividing one room into two 
sections, one for a barroom and the 
other for the serving of meals to men 
and women, was sufficient to permit 
music in the dining room. Other orderly 
cafes were permitted to operate on sim- 
ilar plans. 

* Former Commiasioner Caulfield ruled 
that planos might be installed in a bar- 
room provided the proprietor or his 
agents did not operate them. The Court 
of Appeals had held ‘that it was not a 
violation to install a piano which cus- 

mers alone operated by dropping coins 


n a slot or otherwise. 
Attorney John F. Lee issued a state- 


ment on behalf of the St. Louis Club as 
follows: ‘If a club is made to pay a 
dramshop license, then it must cease 
to dispose of liquors to its members or 
remove the billiard tables from the club- 
house and discontinue music, balls and 
“receptions within the premises.”’ 
Would Mean Sunday Closing. 

Anderson’s statement of the law and 
the rulings of other Excise Commission- 
ers indicate that the only effect of forc- 
ing dramshop licenses on bona fide 
clubs will be to increase their expense 
about $700 a year and compel them to 
observe Sunday and early morning clos- 
ing of the bar, just as hotels do at pres- 
ent. 

The June grand jury, in its final re- 
port Friday to Judge W. M. Kinsey, 
said: “The plain-language of the stat- 
ute is that no person shal! sell liquor 
without a dramshop license and the ef- 
fect of said St. Louis Club decision 
(1894) is to engraft upon the statute an 
exception in favor of bona fide clubs.” 

The grand jurors indorsed Circuit At- 
torney Harvey’s action in filing suits 
against the St. Louis, Missouri Athletic 
clubs and the Brewery Workers’ Asso- 
clation, to test the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision of 1894, exempting clubs from the 
regulations of dramshops. Harvey con- 
tends that only by putting all clubs and 
places where liquor is sold under the 
jurisdiction of the local Excise Commis- 
sioner can the illegal lid club be effectu- 
ally suppressed.

August primary, sent a written propo- 
sition to the grand jury, agreeing to 
admit that he had given money to two 
men, on the condition that he would be 
permitted to pay their fines for accept- 
ing the money. 

The proposition was accepted and 
Hampton made a statement to the jury 
which resulted in indictments being re- 
turned against Rome Martin and James 
Glover for receiving bribe money. They 
entered pleas of guilty and were fined 
$50 each. Judge Benton, in fixing the 
lowest fine, warned the men that on a 
second offense they would be disfran- 
chised from voting and holding office. 

Hampton, in his statement to the 
grand jury, made it clear that the two 
men had given him permission to give 
their names to the jury and that he 
was to pay their fines.

killing of game, the Forest Man accepts 
the law’s penalty without question. 

Unless he is forced by Illness or acci- 
dent during his perilous journey to give 
up his wild life, or is apprehended by 
game wardens between here and the Ca- 
nadian border, Knowles will 
circle of waiting friends at Megantic, 
Quebec, on Oct. 4. He will have com- 
pleted two full months of life in the 
forest, entirely dependent on his own 
resources to maintain life, and secure 
his meager comforts, without the aid 
of any modern weapon, tool, tmplement 
or device of any kind. On Aug. 4 he 
entered the forest nude and empty hand- 
ed, relying entirely on his wits and 
muscles for hunting, fishing, fire build- 
ing and the other necessary labor for 
existence. 

Blazing Brand Signal From Him. 

A signal torch, waving on the shore of 
King and Bartlett Lake was the fare- 
well that Knowles fave to his friends 
in the log cabins on the opposite shore. 
Hia farewell message, written with char- 
coal on birch bark, was found shortly 
afterward beside the dying embers of the 
torch. 

In the darkness of the night, on Sept. 
2, /@ blazing brand was observed wav- 
frig on the eastern shore of the lake, 
at the end of the mountain trail that 
leads to Spencer Lake. The anxious 
friends of the Forest Man had been 
closely watching day and night for 
some signa) that would tell them fust 
where Knowles would emerge from the 
forest. They knew from his more re- 
cent writings that Knowles would plan 
te evade the wardens, and believed he 
would appoint some secluded place on 
a blazed traf] for his meeting with those 
who had gathered to greet him. 

Whiie the torch was still waving, a 
boat was launched, and two of the ob- 
nervers crossed the lake. There, on the 
stub of a broken sapling, was found a 
roll of bark, bound with thongs of deer 
skin, evidently a challenge to the ward- 
ens. This was the final message of the 
Forest Man, announcing he would 
emerge from the forest in Canada. 
This sudden overturning of the long- 
laid plans to give Knowles a rousing 
reception here and welcome him back 
to civilization and the comforts he had 
for two months forsaken, was a dis- 
tinct surprise. It had never been con- 
sidered possible that the Forest Man 
would be stripped of his hard-earned 
garments of fur. 

Game Warden Makes No Exception. 
But so well did Knowles reckon his 
chances with the game wardens that 
he struck right at the most distressing 
part of their plans. It has developed 
that the wardens are forced to selze 
any part of game illegally taken, and 
that they do not intend to make any 
exception In the case of Knowles. 

The game wardens have laid their 
plans for the capture of Knowles when 
he emerges from the forest. It has been 
Senerally agreed among them, it is 
understood, that this is the easiest and 
best way to bring him to account. There 
is still in the wind, however, rumors 
that Will Adams, a deputy warden now 
in the Spencer Lake region, plans to go 
in after Knowles. This is the same 
warden who last week undertook the 


House for killing a bear, and later found 
that he could locate no law on which to 
prosecute. 

The new plans of Knowles are a se- 
cret among his friends here, who are 
rooting for the Forest Man to win his 
teht to retain the trophies of hig primi- 
tive life. After Knowles has had 
time to safely cross the border line a 
party will follow him from here and 
turn over to him the persunal effects 
which he left with Harry M. Pierce,

HE horses pressed into the servic

Fouche and Napoleon. 


| N his extremely interesting volum>* 


“The New France’ (Chapman and 

Hall), W. 8. Lilly notes that Fouche 
was the only man who had the courage 
to stand up to his imperial master: 

“Napoleon, who, perhaps, was less of 
a gentleman than any man that has 
ever achieved greatness, took pleasure 
in brutally reminding him of his vote 
for the murder of Louis XVI. 

“‘*Yes, sire,’ Fouche imperturbahliy 
replied, ‘that was the first service which 
I had the happiness of rendering tn 
your Majesty.’ go 

“On another occasion ‘Duke of Otran- 
to,’ the sovereign said, ‘I ought to have 
you beheaded.’ ‘Sire, that is not my 
opinion,’ was the Minister’s calm reply. 


Tribute to Bourget. 


ILLY begins his study with a re- 
a view of the principles of 1isy, 
which brought into existence a 
new France, and ends with M. Paul 
Bourget, who possesses l’ame moderns, 
and in whose works all the tendencies 
of the present epoch are reflected. Ife 
gives a brief sketch of two among Bour- 
get’s books specially typical of his view 
of certain tendencies of thought and 
certain so¢ial phenomena in the new 
France—“‘Le Fantome’’ and ‘‘Le Discl- 
ple.”” Lilly sets Bourget down as the 
greatest French novelist after Balza«, 
and contrasts their psychological pow- 
ers thus: 
“Balzac’s psychology is that of the 
seer, the vYoyant. Bourget’s ig that of 
the moral anatomist. Balzac is ‘ths 
great inquisitor ot human nature.” 
Bourget is the accomplished analyst of 
human passions. Balzac, as George Sand 
said, ‘knew and dared = everything.’ 
Bourget confines himself to what may 
be called experimental or applied psy- 
chology.” | 


The Insects’ “Homer.” 


NE of the most interesting bi- 
O ographies of the season is 
“Fabre: Poet of Science,” by 

Dr. C. V. Legros, translated by Ber- 
mard Miall, and published by Fisher 
Unwin. Born as long ago as Decem- 
ber, 1823, Fabre took to the study of 
insects by instinct—before he was 
out of petticoats—and, as s0 common- 
ly happens in such cases, there was 
nothing in his parentage to account 
for such a marked bent of mind,. or 
for tho ability he has displayed in 
other directions. His folk were poor 
small farmers, and his early sur- 
roundings almost squalid, the winter 
evenings being often spent in the

But the inse<ts were 
his neéver-failing friends; and such 
was his general ability that, at this 
period, he came out at the head of 
the list In an examination for a bur- 
sary at the normal primary school 
of Avignon. After brilllantly retriev- 
ing a character for idleness, which his 
devotion to entomology had at first 
earned him, he left the school with , 
his superior diploma at the age of 19,

$140 a year, and his work hard; but 
his devotion to study never flagged. 


Rich on $360 a Year. 


EANWHILE, he nad married, and 
found the support of a’family an 
increasing embarrassment; so 

that when, after more than one disap- 
poinment, he obtained the chair of 
physics at the College of Ajaccio, the 
salary of $360 came as a great relief. 
The aspects of nature in the Island of 
Corsica also delighted him: but fever 
played havoc with his constitution, ini. 
his appointment to the lycee of Avig- 
non was most opportune. His salary 
there was smaller than at Ajaccio, and 
his family had increased: so that he 
was forced to add to his slender income 
by hack work; yet he continued his 
studies in botany and zoology, entomol- 
ogy in particular. Here he made the 
acquaintance of John Stuart Mill, whose 
generosity in accommodating him with 
a timely loan he has never forgotten. 
After 20 years, he at last broke with the 
ungrateful university, and removing to 
Orange, occupied himself in writing 
those brflliant textbooks of popular sci- 
ence which have held the highest place 
in French education fur a yuarter of a 
century. In 1878 the first volume of his 
celebrated ‘Souvenirs Entomologiques’”’ 
appeared; and, as soon as his work had 
brought him in sufficient to allow of 
the move, he retired to the little hamlet 
of Serignan, where he has lived ever 
since, studying his beloved insects, and 
from time to time bringing out his mon- 
umental yet vivid volumes of their bi- 
ographies. Only of late have the shad- 
ow of pecuniary worry and the chill. of 
public indifference been lifted from tim: 
but now, though past work, he is spend- 
ing a happy and honored eventide of Iife 
in his chosen hermitage,

Judge Leo Rassieur related the history 
hot the organization of 10 regiments, 80 
per cent of which were Germans, in 
Missouri at the beginning of the Civil 
War, and declared that the boldness of 
the members of the §t. Louis Turn Ve- 
rein in capturing Camp Jackson saved 
St. Louls to the Union. He declared 
that statistics show 176,817. men who 
were born In Germany fought in the 
Federal armies. 

In the excitement of an argument 
-against prohibition, Prof. U. A. Schuer- 
mann of Kansas City switched from 
German to English, while discussing a 
Kansas City ordinance proposed for the 
regulation of saloons. It provided that 
no saloon should be conducted within

IMPORTS WORTH 
THOUSANDS TAKEN 
FROM WAREHOUSES 


St. Louis Merchants Will Get 
$300,000 Reduction Due to 
New Tariff Law. 


‘ Imported’ goods to the value of sev- 

eral hundred thousand dollars were 
withdrawn from the bonded ware- 
houses in St. Louis yesterday after 
the.new tariff law had gone into ef- 
fect. The merchants withdrawing the 
goods paid the old rates of duty, but 
will recelve rebates when the official 
schedules are received by Customs 
Collector Gallenkamp within a few 
weeks. 


Gallenkamp estimated that $1,500,- 
000 worth of imported goods were in 
the bonded warchouse awaiting the 
passage of the tariff bill. He said 
the tariff reductions on these goods 
would amount to about $300, 000. Most 
of the goods consisted of burlap and 
woolen fabrics, according to Gallen- 
kamp. The reduction on this class of 
goods will result in a considerable sav~- 
ing to the imperters. 

Christmas toys to the value of several] 
hundred thousand dollars were in the 
bonded warehouses here, Gallenkamp 
said. These will be released in time to 
be put on. sale at Christinas and will be 
considerably cheaper than hefetofore. 

To ‘accommodate merchants who 
bought heavily of imported goods to be 
held until the new tariff law went into 
effect the Government opened several] 
new warehouses in St. Louls. Under 
ordinary conditions not more than §350,- 
000 worth of goods were stored in St. 
Louis, Gallenkamp said. 


Italian Exxperters Expect Greater

Holmes, % years old, of Hematite, Mo., 
as pastor, Bishop E. E. Hoss yesterday 
decided to revoke the appointment. This 
was announced after the Bishop, passing 
through St. Louis on his way from Ok- 
lahoma to preside at a conference in 
Cleveland, Tenn,, had consulted with the 
stewards, The Holmes appointment was 
made Monday at the St. Louls District 
Conference in Jackson, Mo. 

The Rev. Dr. C. M. Hawkins, Pre- 
siding Elder of the St. Louis District, 
who announced the Bishop's action, said 
the decision was made without prejudice 
either to the character or the ability of 
the Rev. Mr. Holmes. A new assign- 
ment will be given him, and the Bishop 
will name another pastor for the Cup- 
ples Church, which was formerly known 
at University Church. 

The young minister, his wife and 
baby, are with relatives at 6967 High- 
land avenue, and will await Bishop 
Hoss’ order as to his next charge. 
He will preach tonight in Christy 
Memorial Church, Neosho street and 
Morganford road. 


Trained in Speaking 
He is a man of unusaalie pleasant 


address, has been especially trained 
in public speaking, and has had ex- 
perience on the lecture platform. He 
is a graduate of Henderson College, 
and was for several years principal 
of a church mission in Hastern Cuba, 
near Santiago.

The stewards decided that be- 
cause of the youth of the new ap- 
pointee, his limited experience ‘n the 
pulpit, and his lack of acquaintance in 
the city, he would not be likely to suc- 
ceed In the difficult task of completing 
the building fund. 

So they voted not to receive him as 
pastor, and not to co-operate, so long as 
he should stay, in the church's finances.

BARTHOLDT ACTED 
AS SUB-AGENT FOR 
STEAMER LOBBYIST 


Letters Show He Helped Ohio 
Man Get Favors From North 
German Lloyd. 


Further letters which passed betwee 
Congressman Richard Bartholdt and tute 
late Dr. George O. Glavis, Washington 
lobbyist for the North German Llioy‘4. 
Hamburg-American and other steain- 
ship lines, reveal the St. Louis Cuon- 
gressman in the capacity of subagent 
to the lobbyist in the extension of 
transportation favors to a fellow-meni- 
ber of Congress. 

The Post-Dispateh today prints a .ct- 
ter written by former Congressmar 
Charles H. Grosvenor of Ohio to Bar- 
tholdt, in 1897, soliciting his aid in pro- 
curing transportation favors from «he 
North German Lloyd. The lotter wa? 
referred by Bartholdt to Dr. Glavis with 
the statement: 

“T respectfully recommend Gen. Gros- 
venor to your consideration. Any cour 
tesy you will be able to extend aim 
will be highly appreciated, etc.” 

Application Referred to Schwab. 

The Grosvenor application, with ihe 
Bartholdt indorsement, evidertly was 
referred by Dr. Glavis to Gustav H 
Schwab of New York, an official of the 
steamship company. Schwab offered tu 
make a special rate for Gen. Grosvenor, 
but in one of his letters made this ub- 
servation with respect to the extension 
of transportation favors to Grosvenur 
and others:

World’s Scholarship Prize, 
Tells of Sacrifices. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Mabel Sturte- 
vant, L. L. B., hailed as “the smartest 
girl in the world” as the first winner 
of the Braun scholarship prize, ad- 
mits that Bhe is a poor financier. 
Upon thig hypothesis she excuses fail- 
ure to pay back loans from prominent 
society women and commissions on 
the sales of books due to struggling 
college women. Her case presents an 
interesting study in psychology. 

Miss Sturtevant has recovered from 
the shock caused by her arrest by 
postoffice inspectors on the charge of 
using the mails to defraud, and is 
able and willing to discuss freely the 
unfortunate affairs of the “Associat- 
ed College Women Workers,” an or- 
ganization of which she was head. It 
was through this organization that 
she solicited loans from wealthy wom- 
en to aid the girls to make their way 
through college, but practically all of 
the money (about $2300) according to 
the postal authorities, went into her 
pockets, for, so far as can be learned, 
she was the organization. 

“All the money that is taken in on 
accounts collectable in the adminis- 
trations of my affairs will go to the 
college girls,” she said. “The soclety 
women who contributed won't get any 
money—not one cent—until my obli- 
gations to the girls are met. 
Nothing has thus far been found 
to show what disposition was made 
of the money contributed to the cause 
of the “Associated College Women 
Workers.” There was a suspicion 
that Miss Sturtevant might have had 
some finantial dealings with the 
Sioux Indian, “Curley, the Crow,” who 
claims to be a survivor, and the only 
one of the Custer massacre, because 
he was employed by the soldiers as a 
guide and scout at the time of the 
battie of the Little Big Horn.

NEW YORK,. Oct. 
three weeks will witness the making 
of ecclesiastical history here by the 
triennial convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Beginning Wednes- 
day, 116 bishops, 306 clerical and 306 
lay delegates will meet at the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, to hold 
Gaily sessions until Oct. 24. 

The bishops will constitute the 
house of bishops, and the 610 clergy- 
men and laymen will sit in the house 
These two bodies will 
discuss amendments to the church 
constitution, and thelr debates will 
bring to a head questions that have 
been agitating the church for years. 

No provision has been made for pre- 
venting to the convention the question 
of changing the name of the church. 
Church and laymen of high church 
tendencies have contended that the pres- 
ent name, “the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America 
and ‘ts tributaries beyond the seas,” is 
cumbersome ard not properly descrip- 
tive. They have suggested instead the 
name, “American Catholic Church.” Del-

| many that I can.. In this preliminary 
article T intend, to avoid generalities 
as much as possible and to deal with 
facts as I know them. 

Taking the two contenders, team 
for team and man for man, I believe 
thet my clab is the better one. in 
this estimate I tfclude the team play 
and the spirit of the men, neither of 
which are negligible factors.. 

The whole situation sifts down te 
just this: I consider my club to be 
20. per cent stronger than it was in 
ivil.. The Athletics beat us in 1911, 
elthough kil the games were close 
except one, and one little “break” in 
a Close game swings the result to 
one team or'the other. The last game 
alone. was a slaughter. 

The question is whether this added 
20 per cent of strength is enough to 
overcome the edge that the Athletics 
had on us in 1911 and to give us the 
long end of the world’s series purse 
this year. I belleve it is, all other 
things being equal, and I am going 
to try to show where our increased 
strength will overcome the 1911 ad- 
Vantage of the Athletics. 

As long as I have been in baseball 
it has never been my custom to bank 
much on the world’s” series. The 
team which gets the “breaks” usually 
wins it unless the clubs are very 
unevenly matched. For instance, the 
St,. Louis Nationals, if they got the 
“breaks,” might beat the Athletics in 
a peries of six or seven games. but. 
of course, the chances would be 


agaivat it. 


This year I fee! differently about the 
series, however. The National League 
has dropped some prestige by its repre- 
sentatives having lost the big title three 
years in succession. I feel personally 
résponsible for this, in a way, because 
it Was my club which represented the 
Nationa! League in the last two series. 
Therefore, I am very eager to bring 
the title back to the older organization 
this fall myself. And I think I have 
as good a chance to win a world's series 
right now as I ever had in my career. 


Athletics Spy on Giants. 


ET us consider the methods of Mack 
Ss and myself. The contrast in our 
styles has been ewdent even be- 
fore the first game is called. Mack has 
had his scouts and regulars watching 
the Giants play day in and day out for 
two weeks. I have been reliably in- 
formed that every regular on the Ath- 
letics has had a look at my club in 
action. As in previous world’s series, 
I am going to bank on snap judgment 
for myself. Advance information has 
never helped me very much. 

Before each world's series I have been 
swamped with tips from well-meaning 
friends who have desired to help me 
beat my rival. I suppose that “Connie’”’ 
Mack has had the same experience. 

Even American Leaguers have come 
to mé with a ist of weaknesses of the 
batters my pitchers must face, in the 
hope that we could gain an advantage 
in this way. 

These tips, for the most part, are 
valueless. My experience in baseball 
bas taught me that what is weakecaes 
against one style of pitching often 
develops inte strencth against an- 
other style. The twirlers are forced 
to find out for themselves what a 
batter can hit in their collection. 

There are, of course, some well- 
known “grooves” that can be found 
out in advance. If a hitter is weak 
on the ball inside the plate, that is 
general knowledge and will help a 
twirler some. But frequently a bat- 
ter cannot hit _one pitcher’s§ curve, 
while he will slam the next one to 
the fence. 


Pitchers Study Mack’s Batters. 


¥ preparation for the series has 
been to send certain of my 
smarter pitchers to watch the 
Athletics play once or twice so as to 
get a good look at the style of the 
Philadelphia batters at the plate. A 
shrewd pitcher can find out a good 
deal by observing a batter @t the 
plate. The position of his feet, wheth- 
er he acts nervous, how he 
swings at the ball, whether 
he gets away to first base fast, 
whether he steps back from speed, all 
these movements indicate something 
In short, “every little 
movement of a batter at the plate 
has a meaning of fts own.” 

As for myself, I have not seen the 
Athletics play since that last came 
of the series in 1911, but I found out 
a lot of things in that set of games 
which should help us thie year. Of 


course, “Connie” Mack doubtless dis- 


covered a8 many things about the

The natural style of 
most of my players is to take a short 
chop swing at the ball. There are 
few natural hitters in the game who 
are free swingers.. This style takes 
@ much truer eye and faster and 
truer muscular work. 
But, overnight, my club became a 
buneh of free swingers, only they 
could not hit the ball. They were too 
eager to make home runs and their 
batting fell off woefully. Of course, 
I admit that we faced good pitching 
in that series and that the games 
would have been close anyway; but I 
maintain that we did not apply our 
best batting strength. After the first 
game I pleaded with the Giants to 
get back to their old way of Hitting, 
but they were young and anxious. 
They had the fight and all that, but 
the nervousness stuck. They were 
not steady. 
This year they have been steadier 
as flelders all the way through, and 
while they have not hit so hard on 
the season as in 1911, I expect them 
to do better in the’ sefies.

“Knocks, pounds or other foreign 
noises emanating from the motor and 
plainly indicating distress within, are 
for the time tolerated, and the owner 
qgjiets his conscience by assuring him- 
self that he will have the matter Inves- 
tigated at the first ‘time it is conven- 
lent for him to be without the use of 
his car for a day or so, 

“Tt usually happens that this con- 
venient time is not forthcoming. Mr. 
Car-owner continues to drive his car: 
the indications of distress become muore 
pronounced; then finally the inevitabie 
happense—the motor is disabled and tiie 
car has to be towed to the repair shop. 
The métor is takén apart for inspec- 
tion and the mechanic reports a scored 
cylinder; a broken connecting-rod-bear- 
ing-cap and damage to other parts that 
invariably accompany this or, other 
trouble that will make necessary the in- 
stalling of new parts and considerable 
labor to correct.

- Away With Muffler by Fly- 

Wheel Exhaust. 

A. mew company las been organized 
for the purpose of building aud selling 
a new international combustion engine 
fdr automobiles, marine and stationary 
use, under recent patents granted to W. 
G. Thummel. This company is known 
as the American Semi-Turbine Motor 
Co. 

The main features of the engine are 
the use of coal oil, a tufbine fly-wheel 
exhaust and forced air cooling. 

The first of these advantages is read- 
ly appreciated from a commercial stand- 
point, as it is a well-known fact that 
out of 100 gallons of crudé oil the re- 
finer gets six gallons of gasoline, 4 
gallons of coal oil, and in the residue 
‘light and heavy lubricating oils, tar and 
asphalt. 

The use of kerosene inthis engine 
ts not governed by the ord/nary carbu- 
retor, but is handled somewhat on the 
European plan of injeeting it into the 
cylinder in the shape of a heated spray 
by means of an oil pump. 

The turbine fly-wheel exhaust means 
the muffling of the discharge on the 
periphery of the fly-wheels, and does 
away With the muffler entirely, uttliz- 
ing this power without undue back pres- 
sure. 

Forced air cooling consists in forcing 
one charge of the air compressor per 
stroke around the cylinder walls of the 
combustion chamber and then exhaust- 
ing on the turbine fly-wheel, assuring 
& pressure throughout the- entire cycle 
of operation. 

Another feature of the engine is a 
separate air compressor mounted in tan- 
dem with the power cylinder, the 
charge of air being forced into a sep- 
arate jacket and then into the working 
cylinder, where it mixes with the oll 
spray after both inlet and exhaust 
ports are closed. 

The builders of this engine claim it 
will use coal oil] at one-half the cost of 
gasoline, and also will produce 30 to 3% 
miles per gallon.

The next day we put poison out for, 
rats and saw three enormous ones that 
died, and we didn’t know how many 
more. Now if we could only get rid 
of the people below us we would be 
quite comfortable. A few nights ago a 
little new baby appeared on the scene 
below, and none of us had much sleep. 
All the men and several women in 
town congregated downstairs until it 
seemed like a fiesta. Tho family has 
just one bed, so the father and two 
éhildren stayed up all night. The chil- 
dren sang nearly all the time. It is 
very easy to hear all that is going on, 
because We can see through the cracks 
in the floor. Dear, dear, it is a great 
country, and I cannot say I am crazy 
about it. Still, we both keep well, and 
when we forget the smells, rats; bats 
and Moros we rather enjoy the queer 
sights. Far’ be it from: me to agree 
with Kipling about ‘“‘them spicy garlic 
smells.’”” Our food is rather monoton- 
ous. The only kind of meat we can 
wet is beef. Then we have eggs, chick- 
en, fish, a few fresh vegetables and 
bananas and naynaya (a native fruit, 
rather insipid and best in a salad), all 
other fruit, or rather apples and or- 
anges, we get from the States; some- 
times a dozen or two of each. The 
worst thing that has happened to me 
is that I have had to give up coffee, 
because I do not like the milk. 

I wish you could see the latest styles 
in Cotahota millinery. I am trying 
to get some hats to take home. .This is 
supposed to be the place to get good 
brags, but all I have seen so far is

HE people are fierce and the smells 
T worse. ‘The other day a Moro 
woman, the wife of a Chinaman, 

died. They lived across from the hos- 
pital, so we went there to see what a 
native funeral would be like. She had 


joined the Catholic church just before 
she died, so they had just one of the 


Moro customs carried out. Two bo:/s 
brought a table out into the middle 
of the street, then the pall-bearers, one 
of them dressed in green tights and a 
green pajama coat, the. color of my 
evening coat, carried out the coffin and 
put ‘it. on the table; then two incense 
burners, the -cross, and the principal 
mourner’ (an old Moro woman: the’ hus- 
band didn’t go to the funeral) gathered 
around the. coffin and the photographer 
took a picture of the elevating sceus. 
The family will decorate their houses 
with the picture. When Joe told the 
Chinaman his wife couldp’t live, ne 
said: ‘“‘No importe’’ (no matter), so you 
see we are in a queer country. 

It is pretty hot, but we are both well 
and hope to keep so. We have a fine 
cook, who also does all the market- 
ing. 


Lay of the Land. 
June 21, 1913. 
EAR MAMMA: I have been in- 
D tending to write you for sone 
time, but seem already to have 
acquired the Philippine habit of put- 
ting off. I received your nice Icng let- 
ter of May 10 today and we enjoyed it 
very much. I think some of vou should 
write once a week, as we get a mail 
at least that often, and I am disappoint- 
ed when I do not receive a letter. We 
have a great time when the mafl ar 
rives, stop everything until every paper 
has been read. 

This isiand is a vast tropical country, 
with many swamps, rivers and quite <« 
few high mountains. There are foresis 
of timber, mostly hard wood, and it ‘s 
a country of great resources if cevelopsd 
by a race fit to stand a tropical cil- 
mate. Cocoanuts, bananas, lemens and 


‘Mangoes grow wild and. most all veze- 


tables can be cultivated. We can get 
some eggplant, sweet potatoes, beans, 
squash and other Vegetables at the na- 
tive market and there is no danger from 
anything that ts cooked. We are on 4 
pretty good sized river, about four 
miles from the ocean, $0 we get good 
fish and crabs. Chiekens are cheap and 
plentiful, to, together with our Govern- 
ment supplies, we live very nicely, 
This is head vwarters for a battalion of 
Philippine scouts, two .compahies being 
here and the other two up the river at 
several subposts. The natives make fine 
soldiers and their discipline is almost 
perfect, but they have to have white of- 
ficers.to hold them together. They are 
quick to learn and make fine marksmen, 
and seldom-have provéd. unreliablé un- 
der fire. There are two Compantes of 
Moro scouts and they have always 
proved loyal to their officers and fight 
like fiends even against their own tribe, 
The Island of Jolo, below here, Is in- 
habited by @ very fierce tribe of Moros

a degree what our officers and 80l- 
diers are enduring at some of those 
Stations, and under what awful 
conditions they live. 

My daughter, only a girl, went 
over in April, and, while she has 
not complained and is as brave as 
any soldier, her letters all show, 
without any intention on her part, 
at what a fearful cost we are held 
ing the islands. 

In the province where she is there 
are, according to Government re- 
ports, over 125,000 inhabitants, of 
which 123,000 are wild. It almost 
staggers belief that a girl reared in 
all the refinements of life, highly 
educated, accomplished in music, 
literature and languages, physically 
small and delicate, fond of social 
life, exquisite in all her tastes, 
-could endure such hardships and 
without a murmur. 

Are we doing right? Have we not 
considered the Filipinos more than 
we have our own? Have we not 
done enough for a people who do - 
not want us and whom. we do not 
want? Have we not spilled enough 
‘good American blood? 

My daughter livéd her lifé in 
Washington, where her father has 
represented his State continuously 
for 23 Years in the House and

very rich and can be developed wonder- 
fully, but it will take a tropical people 
to do so, and the nation to do this quick- 
est and best would _be the Japs, and if 
it is possible, the easiest way out for us 
is to sell them to Japan. It is really 
pitiful | to see the white troops, officers 
and mén, who have been here two years. 
They are pale, drawn-out, nervous 
wrecks, and I will wager that I can tell 
any white man at sight who has been 
here two years. 

‘The worst move the army has made in 
years has been to increase the tour over 
here to three years. The officers all can 
tell you the number of months and days 
they have been here, and I have failed 
to find any who will finally and honest- 
ly admit they like it. 

Of course, the high rankers like it 
because they are a long way from the 
War Department, so are their own 
bosses, have beautiful quarters, good 
boats at their command and can al- 
ways make trips and have the best 
of everything. 


Here we are living in an old shack 
that rocks from stem to. stern when 
one moves, leaks in a dozen places, and 
four familtes and a dirty chinese eat- 
ing place below us. This town has no 
water system, open sewerage dependent 
on the tides, and most of the town 
ander water at high tide. 

The inhabitants are wused to such 
places, so seem to thrive, but it is be- 
ycnd mé why they don’t die. 
they are pretty healthy, but if they sur- 
wive childhood their lifetime is short, 
and you see few old people. We are 
very well so far. There is no social life 
to» speak of, and we cannot walk far. 
at-the town is surrounded by the rivo* 
end swamps. 


Quinine a Dinner Course. 
July 2, 1912. 
OTHING exciting ever happens, so 
N our letters are ne¢essarily rath- 
er dull and unentertaining. They 
have started a new hospital across the 
street from our house, and that will 
give us some recreation to watch it go 
up. 

We have great fun at dinner. Between 
the.meat course and the salad we all 
take a quinine capsule to keep inala- 
ria away and we put our feet and legs 
into pillow cases to keep the mosqui- 
toes from devouring us entirely. They 
are pretty flerce at times.

; Spanish. sént me some great biz, deli- 
j cious mangoes and a native fruit called 


mangastien,,which has a very delicate 
The mangoes were 
much better than the ones we had in 
Honolulu. They grow around Jolo and 
on some of the islands further north. 
Just a few small and very inferior ores 
grow here. 


The Civil Government has sent 0 Fil- 
ipino settlers down here to go up the 
river a little way to grow rice, The 
army men seem to think the Moros will 
give them a good deal of trouble for 
a while, but we hope not, because the 
troops here would have to settle the 
disputes if any occur. They have. clsaned 
up Jolo agein, and every one is hoping 
it is for good, but those Moros are 
particularly pestiferous, so it seems 
doubtful if the lesson will be’very eaf- 
fective.

Lack of Proper roper Conditioning 
Often Means Loss of De- 
served Award. 


The opening of the poultry season this 
month makes it necessary for the poul- 
trymen to select and condition the birds 
he contemplates exhibiting and very 


rarely can birds be picked from the 
yard and taken direct to the show room 
in winning condition. The selection of 
exhibition specimens that will win in 
competition requirés more skill than 
any other detail connected with the 
poultry business. 

A great many breeders employ experts 
to gO over their flocks and pick out 
the best specimens, and Very often a 
week is consumed in selecting 4% exhi- 
bition birds from a flock of several 
hundred. Sciéntific breeding, as prac- 
ticed by breeders of all varieties, has 
made competition so keen that one who 
is not familiar with the quality and 
type demanded by the judges will find 
it necessary to refer to the American 
Standard of Perfection and study the 
illuetrations, comparing text and Ifllus- 
trations point by point. 

Selecting EMixhibition Birds. 

In selecting birds to be exhibited, 
keep in mind the disqualifications. De- 
tection of disqualificationg requires © 
minute examination. Many birds are 
disqualified because of side sprigs on 
the comb, feathers and down between 
the ‘toes and-on the legs of the cleaned, 
shanked varieties. A wide sprig is a 
very serious defect, which appéars near 
the: base of the spikes and the blade 
on the comb. : 

The nearer to maturity the fowls are, 
the better. 
hirds coming nearest to the standard 
weight always are given preference tn 
making awards. The birds selectea 
should have the maximum strength ani 
vigor, and confinement will tend to re- 
duce this. 

All birds should be fn prime flesh 
and tondition, which will result from 

r housing and feeding. They shotid 
be strictly healthy. Special attention 
should be paid to the legs, as a bird af- 
fected with scaly legs has no chance. 

Method of Preparation. 

Birds selected for exhibition should be 
placed in training coops similar to the 
coops they will be exhibited in. Con- 
tinual handling for a week will accustom 
[them to crowds. Very often a good 
specimen will hot show to good advan- 
tage because of fright when taken by 
the judge for examination. A well- 
trained bird often means the winning of 
a prize against birds of really better 
points. 

It is not necessaty to wash dark-col- 
ored birds, Thelr plumage may be fm- 
proved by going over them with a flan- 
nei cloth; their legs, however, should be 
washed and dirt under the scales fre- 
moved with a toothpick. The combs ana 
wattles should be washed with soap and 
warm water and then rubbed sith sweet 
oll and alcohol, equal parts. This will 
hrighten their heads and give them a 
vigorous appearance. This mixture also| 
will imptove the appearance of the legs 
It should be applied with a soft cloth. ° 

White birds should be thoroughly 
clean. The washing, if properly done, 
will add greatly to the appearance of 
the bird and to the brilliancy of the 
plumage, The washing should be done 
in a Warm room, three or four days be 
fore the birds are sent to the show. 
Three tubs showld be used. 

The first tub should be half filled with 
warm water, about 100 degrees; the séc- 
ond tub half filled with luké-warm water 
and the last tub, for rinsing, should he 
filled with water from which the chill 
has been rémoved. A small amount of 
blueing in the last tub helps bring aut 
the color, but too much will stain the 
feathers.. 

The fowl is put into the first tub and 
held under the water until the plumage 
is soaked. The head is submerged for 
@ moment or two. The fowl then Is 
placed on a clean table and thoroughly 
covered with a white soap lather. This 
should be worked into the plumage with 
the hand and care should be taken that 
no feathers are broken of rubbed the 
wrong way. Remove the lather with 
& sponge, wiping the feathers in the 
natural direction. Place the bird in 
the second tub and wash. If any soap 
is left in the plumage the feathers will 
not web out properly. By running the 
fingers gentiy through the plumage, ev- 
éry particle of lather can be removed. 
The third tub is for the final rinsing, 
Dry the feathers as much as possipie 
by running the hand from the head te 
ward the tail, scraping the water out 
of the plumage, then rub with a towal, 
being careful to rub In the directiun 
that the feathers. grow. | 

The bird should then be placed near 
a stove, or where an electric: fan can 
blow warm air through the plumage 
until thoroughly dry. 

If a bird appears drowsy after being 
washed it is & good plan to give it #/ 4, 
half teaspoonful of whisky to prevent} 
egtehing ¢old. Never allow a bird that 

hae just been Washed to stand in «

Your chickens have leg weakness, 
which is caused by rapid growth and 
heavy feeding. The weigtt increédses 
faster than the strength. Separate the 
weak birds from the others and place 
‘hem in a pen by themselves and feed 
Wheat and bran, no corn or cornmeal. 
dive them all the green feed they will 
substitute skinimed milk for 
water if possible. Rub the legs with 
tincture of arnica every other day. This 


freatment, Continued for 10 days, should

MEAT SCRAPS FOR 
WINTER EGGS AND 
STRONG FERTILITY 


Valuable for Feed, Containing 
the Necessary Animal Protein - 


for Large Egg Production. 

Béfore the scientific study of poultry 
feeding was taken up, the only selection 
made by poultry raisers was the kinds 
of feed for which fowl showed a desire 
and which was convenient to get. On the 
farm, corn was the staple feed, because 
it was plentiful and the fowl liked it. 
For younger chicks, the corn Was crack- 
ed and fed in a mash together with 
milk, curds, potato peelings, etc. Laying 
hens and poultry in preparation for 
market were fed alike, with the result 
that the hens got too fat to lay or not 
fat enough for market. 

Some years ago stock and poultry 
feeders began to study the matter of 
feeds and began feeding. The Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station conducted ex- 
periments and showed that stock. and 
poultry should be fed according to the 
resulis desired. The dairymen learned 
to feed their cows to produce milk; the 
stockman to feed cattle for quick 
growth of meat, and poultry raisers 
for either eggs or flesh. Chemical re- 
search and practical experiments soon 
demonstrated that the essential part of 
all feedstuffs is protein, From this sub- 
stance the organic parts of the bones. 
muscles, skin and internal organs of the 
animal are formed. This study of feed- 
‘stuffs showed that in order to produce 
eggs, hens must be fed high protein 
feeds. 

Results of Experiments. 

A number of years ago the New York 
Experiment Station went even further, 
and by a@ series of experiments proved 
conclusively that to get the best results, 
the fowl must not only have a protein 
feed, but that the protein must be de- 
rived from animal matter. They con- 
ducted experiments with several lots of 
laying hens, feeding two rations of 
equal protein content. One ration was 
made up entirely of vetetable matter, 
While the other contained @ large pert 
of animal matter. In these experiments 
the hens fed the animal-matter ration 
laid from % to @ per cent more eggs 
than those fed oh grain feeds alone. 
The same sort of an experiment was 
carried on with young chicks, In this 
case it shows thet the chicks fed on the 
antmal-matter ration gained 56 per cent 
amore than the other. 

The fertility of eggs Was another mat- 
ter of experiment. In this case it was 
found that a much larger per cent or 
the egas from the hens fed the animal- 
matter ration wae fertile. It was also 
found that the eggs from the hens fed 
the animal ration produced much more 
vigorous and better chicks than those 
fed on the grain feeds alone. 

With this knowledge of the value of 
animal matter a6 & feedstuft for poultry 
came the demand for « commercial 
feed, which resulted in the development 
of the manufacture of what is known 

as meat soraps. This industry has been 
penn on for & great many years and 
was started originally in the New EBne- 
land States. The trimmings from the 
butcher shops were picked up and the 
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fat extracted, after which the materia) 
was ground up for feeding. The results 
of feeding this material were so marked 
and so profitable that the demand in- 
creased by leaps and bounds, until to- 
day it has become a gréat industry. In 
cities like Chicago and New York there 
are hundreds of men employed collect- 
ing the meat trimmings from the butch- 
er shops. 

The Massachusetts State Experiment 
Station, in their, bulletin No, 98, has 
this to say In regard to meat écraps: 

“There was no product on the mar 
ket which varied more in feeding value, 
some Samples having nearly twice the 
value of others. In purchasing, prefer- 
ence should be given to fine ground 
brands of high protein content, small in 
medium amounts of bone and relatively 
low percentage of fat, under ® per 
cent, rather than over. The material 
should be free from taint” . 

Durig the sumther, poultry on a 
farm has a wide range, and is able to 
pick up lots of bugs and worms, thus 
supplying the animal protein necessary 
for egg production. @ Tresult, during 
the summer months, egs are plentiful 
and cheap. During tte winter months, 
however, the poultry Bees not have ac 
cess to this supply of protein, and the 
eg production is very light. This ts 
just the time when the poultryman 
should feed to get eggs, as high prices 
miake them very valuable. The hen that 
lays only during the summer ts not 4 
profitable hen. The farmer must carry 
his hens during-the winter months, and 
by careful feeding and housing, they will 
lay well at the time when 6¢¢3 are high 
priced. By the use of meat scraps the 
farmer and poultryman can turn hie 
winter loss into @ source of profit.

st. Louis.Dealer Tells Why Traf- 
fic Etiquette Should Be 
Better Observed.

A strong protest against three mani- 


festations of the “road hog’ spirit is 
voiced by C. G. Cabanne, manager of 
‘the Oldsmobile Company of St. Lou's. 
| who is recognized as a careful, though 
ifast driver, and an authority on read 
law and practice. 

The practices which Cdbanne con- 
demns as manifestations of the “road 
hog” spirit are passing another vehicle

The novice 
gets busiest at street intersections He 
cannot tell whether or not the driver 
in front of him is p'anning to turn the 
corner, but he pelts right along just 
the same. What chance has a driver 
, to give a visible signal. His hands te-

He can't keep cone 
hand stretched outside the car and 
make the turn safely. You gan always 
‘tell the novice by the fact that he tries 
to pass the car ahead at a street in- 
tersection. 
“Another road hog is the person who 
drives his machine at a slow rate up 
the center of the street.

“Sand and dust enter and gradually 
work their way between the rubber and 
fabric, and the result is a sand blister 
or mud-boil. Tires that have already 
developed all these diseases should be 
sent to the repair man at once. When 
blisters are cleansed out and vulcanized 
your tire ts practically as good as new. 

Axles Should Be True. 

“Tf an axie is even slightly out -of 
true, the tire will be subjected to a 
grinding action, which will wear out the 
thread in an increditably short length 
of time. If you go over a heavy bump 
or Have an accident of any kind, have 
your wheels examined at once. Don’t 
wait until the tread of your tire is 
worn off and then vDiame the tire maker. 

“Tg one tire stops the load, as is the 
case when brakes are not properly ad- 
justed, the tread is liable to be worn 
through to the fabric by one applica- 
tion of the brake, as the strain of stop- 


on one wheel. 

“See that the brakes are adjusted to 
equally distribute the strain. Sudden 
stops have the same effect and should 
be avoided. Skidding around corners 
at high speed is likewise very disas- 
trous. 

“The fabric having been thus weak- 
ened, it is a matter of a short time until 
the air pressure in the tube, increased 
by, the weight and strain of a heavy 
car, becomes too great for the container’ 
or casing, and a loud report announces 
a blowout. To experts, the causes are 
well known. So long as the fabric is 
preserved as it was when the tire was 
new, the blowout is not likely to occur. 
Let the tire be ridden partly or wholly 
deflated for a distance, or suffer a cut 
or stonebruise, trouble starts, and it 
gradually becomes worse until the blow- 
out point is reached. | 

“In the case of a cut or bruise, the 
blowout may not occur for days after 
the accident, enough of the fabric being 
left intact to sustain the pressure for 
some time. 

Over-Weight Expenstve. 

Tire fabric is like other textiles. It 
tears easily once it is cut, while it re- 
sists the most severe strains when un 
injured. A very small cut or rend in 
the fabric may result in a bad blow- 
out if not properly repaired . 

It is estimated that five per cent 
added to the weight of the car adds 
15 per cent to the wear and tear on the 
tires. It ts always economy to adopt 
tires one or two sizes larger than the 
regular equipment on your car, for addi- 
tional mileage and satisfaction to cover 
the additional cost, will be given by 
larger tires. The tremendous horse 
power of some high-priced machines 
produces an effect similar to overload- 
ing. 

“If chains are used, they should have 
proper adjustment.

GUST OF HAULAGE 
TOLD BY EXPERT 


Many Small Items Go to Make 
Up. Difference Between 
Trucks and Horses. 


“When the efficlency experts attack 
the haulage question,” states R. E. 
Paris manager of sales of the Reo 
Motor Truck Co., “there will be just as 
big! surprises as were produced when t.16 
‘bricklayer investigation’ was published 
Few manufacturers or sellers have at- 
tempted to standardize their 


problem, or to compute the cost. 

“We have always found this so; and 
have made many sales as a result of 
setting down to brass tacks, working 
ut the individual] problems and show- 
ing how money could be saved. Scores 
of firms have been simply amazed to 
learn how much their transportation 
was actually costing them. 

“The reason why truck haulage in 
most instances is so much cheaper 
than horse keep is that there are a 
score of small savings that only a 
scientific investigation reveals. For 
instance, a five-ton truck—which ac- 
tually does the work of five and one- 
half teams—is housed in a garage 
say 20 feet square. Ten horses occupy 
five times the amount of space for 
stalls, and ten times that space for 
feed. In other words, interest’. must 
be paid upon a housing equipment 15 
times as great as where a single truck 
is used. 

‘Pay of drivers is anotber decep- 
tive item. One truck with two men 
can do the labor of five teams—but 
not of ten men, since loading must be 
fixed item. In. points Nke these the 
factory or sales department expert 
can give valuable information. Then 
again the amortization (setting aside 
each year of a sum sufficient to re- 
place the truck or trucks at the end 
of their usefulness) is something 
that it requires experience to gauge 
accurately, since the life of a_ truck 
depends largely upon the character 
ot the service it must perform. 

“The deadly parallel that results 
when we line up horse charges against 
truck charges item for item—total in- 
vestment, average per trip, depreci- 
3tion, amortization, secondhand values. 
fuel against feed, and so on down the 
list, is the clinching argument.

Ford Automobile Finally Reaches 
+, Thibetan Priést After 
700-Mile Journey. 


Under the title, “The Lama’s Motor 


Car,” Ethan B. Le Munyon, in @ recent | 
humber of the National Geograph: aa 
Magazine, tells of the delivery of a Ford 
Model T car in the heart of ag Govi 
desert in Mongolia. 

The purchaser of the car was the: 
“Tasha Lama,” ranking next In the: 
Buddhist religion to the “Dalai Lama”. 
of Thibet. The Lama lives in the city 
of Urga, only recentiy opened to white 
men. 

The Lama heard of “the devil wag- 
ons’’ of the whites which traveled with- 
out help and determined to have one. 
His representatives visited Teintsin, 
China, to open negotiations for a car. 
The difficulty of delivering the car and 
of having it maintained afterward 
frightened off a number of dealers, but 
the Ford representatives decided to take 
a chance and agreed to deliver the car. 

Gasoline was shipped ahead by bullock 
carts, the only means of travel in the 
Gobi district, and careful preparations 
were made for getting the car into the 
almost inaccessible country. ‘The car 
was a regular stock Model T, with a 
covered body. The car was shipped by 
rail to the end of the Pekin railway at 
Kalgan and from there proceeded inco 
the mountainous desert. A portion of 
the trip was made under the car’s own 
power, but a scarcity of gasoline led 
to resorting to a bullock tow. The 
ground was so broken that the tires 
were removed at one point and the 
rims protected with repeated wrappings 
of matting. 

When near Urga, the car, which was 
in a horrible looking condition from tip- 
ping over in mudholes, was washed up 
clean, the tires put back fn place and 
under its own power it proceeded Into 
the sacred city, having traveled more 
than 700 miles over the desert, a great 
portion of the time gnrrbads where con- 
tinuous use for centuries has worn ruts 
18 inches deep. 

The Lama was much Interested tn his 
car and one of his aides was able to 
run it with but lttle instruction, the 
ear being'so absolutely “fool ‘proof.” 

Outside of the two racers which 
which crossed China In the Paris-Pekin 
race, this was the first car to be seen 
in the Gobi desert and it is the only 
closed car that ever negotiated the 
desert. Despite the roughness of the 
road, only minor adjustments were nec- 
essary before the car was turned over 
to the Lama after its hard trip through 
the desert country. . 


NEW HAYNES CONTROLLED 
WHOLLY BY ELECTRICITY 


Series of Push Buttons Relieves 
Driver of All Work of 


Shifting Gears. 

The electric gear shift, operated i 
connection with the Haynes electric 
lighting and starting system, makes the 
Haynes completely controlled by elev- 
tricity. 

No hand gear lever is used in the 
new models. In the place of the hand 
shifter, is a neat, small dial of push 
buttons on “She steering wheel. There 
are seven of these buttons, whose func- 
tions are as follows: 

Buttons Nos. 1, 2 and 8 control the 
three speeds forward; low, intermediate 
and high. The reverse button is marked 
R, ‘neutral N, while starter and horn 
are marked S-and H, respectively. 

The operation of the electric gear 
shift is extremely easy. The switch of 
push buttons is arranged with a me- 
chanical interlock so that one button 
only may remain in position at a time. 
These buttons control the operation of 
a set of electroc-magnets, or solenolis 
as they are more commonly called in 
this connection. There is one solenoid 
for each speed forward and reverse. 
To the clutch pedal is connected a me- 
chanical switch which complets the cir- 
chanical switch which ompletes the cir- 
cult to the battery for energizing the 
solenoids or electro-magnets. 

When the driver has selected the de- 
sired speed through his push button 
switch on the steering wheel the clutch 
pedal is pushed all the way down, fully 


releasing the clutch, drawing the gears| 


from their previous position to neutral, 
engaging the mechanical switch, closing 
the electric circuit to the storage bat- 
tery, energizing the solenold selected by 
the push button and drawing the gear 
to position instantly with a pull of 150, 
a far more powerful pull than ts possi- 
ble to driver, throwing the gears by 
hand. The clutch ts then engaged tn the 
ordinary manner by the pedal. When 
another speed is desired, the shift ie 
made instantly and the clutch ts re-en- 
gaged as in customary practice.

And as you 
watch you will notice that in six hours 
tme the top will‘point to the west, and 
¢ix hours later to the south, six hours la- 
ter to the east, and at the conclusion of 
the 24 hours it will have completed the 
circle and will again be pointing due 
north. It will have completed the circuit 
cf the four walls of the room. 

What does this mean? It means tha! 
the room has revolved round the top; but 
es the room is fixed to the solid earth it 
implies that the whole eaith has revolved 
round the top, which alone remained sta- 
tionary. Consequently, we have proved 
by this means that the ea'th has turned 
once round on its axis, and that it does s« 
turn, and that the heavens remain stil!

Electrical Operations 


ROF. F. NAGELSCHMIDT, the in- 
ventor of the “diathermy treat- 
ment,” performed two operations 
with the diathermic apparatus 

installed at the London Hospital. The 
treatment is used both in medicine and 
in surgery. The medicinal treatment con- 
sists of passing electric rays of a very 
high temperature through the diseased 
part. In the surgical form the current 
reaches the tiesues from the edge cf a 
knife-like applicator and acts as a blood- 
less cautery. In two minutes the profes- 
sor removed a large blood tumor on the 
inside of the cheek, inoperable by ordi- 
nary methods on account of the possible 
fatal loss of blood which might have fol- 
lowed. The second operation was the 
removal of an extensive lupus patch (a 
chronic form of tuberculosis of the s*in), 
which under the ordinary methods of 
tratment would have taken many months 
to cure. Prof. Nagelschmidt has also 
discovered a new electric current which, 
when. applied to a new patient, causes 
rhythmical muscular contractions, ex- 
tremely intense but quite painless. Since 
the result of such muscular contractions 
is the immediate using up of all the 
spare fat in the tissues. Prof. Nagel- 
schmidt has used the current as the basis 
ef a scientific treatment for the reduc- 
tion of obesity. Forty patients have been 
subjected to this new treatment. “Be 
tween them,” Prof. Nagelschmidt con- 
cluded, “they have been deprived of a to 
tal of 500 pounds of unwanted fat.”

SUN-POWER pumping plant, in- 

vented by Frank Shuman, has 

recently been installed in Egypt. 
The principle of this system of power 
is simple. The heat of the sun is used 
to raise steam in a series of generators, 
each consisting of a flat sheet-iron box 
three feet square with plates only 1-3 
inch apart, and covered by two sheets of 
glass one inch apart. The boxes are 
massed together over a space of 5000 
sjuare feet and have a heat-collecting 
area of about 10,300 square feet. This 
area is made up.of 26 rows of boxes, each 


row containing 22 single units. Each 
box, which is painted with a dull black 
composition which does not reflect more 
tian t per cent of the sun's rays, rests 
upon a layer of non-conducting material. 
The resulting insulation is so good that, 
if desired, a temperature of over 400 de- 
grees Fahr. can be obtained in the boxes. 
The boxes. are placed on trestles and can 
be set at angles to suit the sun, whilst 
mirrors are used to direct additional 
sunlight on to the “boilers.” On one 
side of each box is a pipe through which 
water can be admitted, and on the other 
side is a pipe for taking the steam thus 
generated to the engine.

No brave and good man can properly shirk death: 
and no criminal who has earned death should be al- 
lowed to shirk it. 

Of course with a regiment of our type there was much 
to learn both among the officers and the men. There 
were all kinds of funny incidents. One of my men, an 
ex-cowpuncher and former round-up cook, a very good 
shot and rider, got into trouble on the way down to 
the transpp't. 

He understood entirely that he had to obey the offi- 
cers of. his own regiment, but, like so many volunteers, 
or at least like so many volunteers of my regiment, he 
did not understand that this obligation extended to offi- 
cers of other regiments.

hard pan, officers and men shared exactly alike. It is 
all right to have differences in food and the like in 
times of peace and plenty, when everybody is comfort- 
able. 

But in really hard times officers and men must share 
alike if the best work is to be done. As long as I had 
nothing but two hardtacks, which was the allowance to 
each man on the morning after the San Juan fight, no 
one could complain; but if I had had any private little 
luxuries the men would very naturally have realized 
keenly their own shortages. | | 

Soon after the Guisamas fight we were put on short 

commons; and as I knew that a good deal of food had 
been landed and was on the beach at Siboney, I marched 
thirty or forty of the men down to see if I could not 
get some and bring it up. || finally found a commissary 
officer, and he asked me what I wanted, and I answered 
anything he had. 
' So he told me to look about for myself. | found a 
number of sacks of beans, 1 think about eleven hundred 
pounds, on the beach, and told the officer I wanted 
eleven hundred pounds of beans. He produced a book 
of regulations, and showed me the appropriate section 
and subdivision which announced that beans were issued 
only for the officers’ mess. This did me no good, and ! 
told him so. He said he was sorry, and I answered 
that he was not as sorry as I was.. 


I then “studied on it,” as Br’er Rabbit would say, and 
came back with a request for eleven hundred pounds of 
beans for the officers’ mess. He said: “Why, Colonel, 
your officers can’t eat eleven hundred pounds of beans,” 
to which I responded “You don’t know what appetites 
my officers have.” He then said he would send the 
requisition to Washington. 


I told him I was quite willing, so long as he gave me 
the beans. He was a good fellow, so we finally effected 
a working compromise—he got the requisition and |! 
got the beans, although he warned me that the price 
would probably be deducted from my salary. 

Under some regulation or other only the regular sup- 
ply trains were allowed to act, and we were supposed 
not to have any horses or mules in the regiment itself. 
This was very pretty in theory; but, as a matter of fact, 
the supply teams were not numerous enough. 

My men had a natural genius for acquiring horse- 
flesh in odd ways, and I continually found that they 
had staked out in the brush various captured Spanish 
cavalry horses and Cuban ponies and abandoned com- 
missary mules. Putting these together, I would or- 
ganize a small pack train and work it industriously for 


a day or two, until they learned about it at headquarters 


and confiscated it. 

Then ! would have to wait for a week or so until 
men had accumulated some more ponies, horses and 
mules, the regiment meanwhile living in plenty on 
what we had got before the train was confiscated. 

All of our men were good at accumulating horses. 
but within our own ranks I think we were inclined to 
award the palm to our chaplain. There was not a 
better man in the regiment than the chaplain, and there 
could not have been a better chaplain for our men. 

In addition, Le had a natural aptitude for acquiring 
mules, which made some admirer, when the regiment 
was disbanded, propose that we should have a special 
medal struck for him, with, on the obverse “A Mule 
passant and Chaplain regardant.” 

After the surrender of Santiago a Philadelphia clergy- 
man whom I knew came down to Gen. Wheeler's head- 
quarters, and after visiting him an- 


nounced that he intended to call on the 
Rough Riders, because he knew their 
Colonel. 

One of Gen. Wheeler’s aides, Lieut. 
Steele, who liked us both individually 
and as a regiment, and who appreciat- 
ed some of our ways, asked the clergy- 
man, after he had announced that he 
knew Col. Roosevelt, “But do you know 
Col. Roosevelt's regiment?” “No,” said 
the clergyman. -“Very well, then, let 
me give you a piece of advice. When 
you go down to see the Colonel don’t 
let your horse out of your sight; and 
if the chaplain is there, don’t get olf 
the horse!”

In place of the turkey trot and the tango are to be 
introduced, .if the professors of dancing have their way, 
modified. forms, {including the “Beverly,” the “Man- 
chester,” the “shadow,” the “side drop glide’ °"4.4 
dance called the modified tango, which promisés to do 
away with the objectionable features of the Argentine 

Prof. Jacob Mahler of St. Louis, who has been a 
member of the American Society of Professors of Dan- 
cing since 1881, always has refused to teach the tango, 
the turkey trot and the other dances bearing names and 
carrying movements originating in the underworld. His 
stand in this matter, he declares, increased the number 
of his pupils the past year by more than 200. This ap- 
pears to be indicative of a purpose on the part of St. 
Louisans to eliminate the dance forms which in the 
past year or two have made sensational cabaret his- 
tory and have permeated private ballrooms. 


As to the Argentine tango, Prof. Mahler says it orig- 
inated on the “Barbary Coast” in San Francisco. How 
it got the name Argentine is a mystery. Miss Virginia 
Pasman, a belle of Buenos Ayres, Argentina, on a re- 
cent visit to this country, said that the tango is not 
known in her country by that country’s name. 

“No proper person in Argentina,” she declared,

from. I am afraid the Americans have taken the 
tango as they have taken the X-ray gown—from the 
underworld and without invéstigation.”’ 


Prof. William Pitt Rivers of New York, whose fa- 
ther founded the dancing masters’ society 44 years ago, 
said at the recent convention: 

“Tl have observed a wonderful improvement since last 
winter.

The ambition of society now iz 
to look well on the ballroom floor, and that can le 
done only in the old dances.” 

This does uot ean, however, that there is to be 
nothing new in the dancing domain this season. A 
number of new dutices are to be introduced, but all of 
them will tend toward propriety, it is promised. “The 
new dances,” says_one authority, “do not necessarily 
require tea, highballs, cigarettes or extra slit skirts as 
adjuncts.

be to all women the true measure of its value. Women 


who do not know how to work seldom know how to 
count. 

There will come a time by apd by whined she will 
think of marriage.

A girl should see. many men before she thinks of 
marriage.

WO weeks after the floor of the crater of 

Vesuvius collapsed with a roar of ‘thun- 

der which rocked the huge mountain aad 

with an outburst of flame that illumined 

Naples, Prof. Alessandro Malladra of the 

Royal Observatory of Vesuvius descended 

1200 feet into the frightful pit, there to 

sound with instruments of science the huge new chim- 

ney which the convulsion had opened for the furnace 
fires of the earth’s interior. 

How heroic was this exploit, the object of which 

was merely to add new data to the voicano's history,

may be understood from the fact that since last spring 


Vesuvius has displayed a crescendo of activity. It was 
remembered that since 1700 the volcano has never 
slumbered for a period longer than seven years, and 
that its latest eruption occurred in 1906. 

Rumblings from the mountain’s throat, smoke and. 
fire exhaled from its giant nostrils, the opening of new 
cracks and f3sures about the summit, the vomiting of 
a great mass of fluid basalt, and then, as the climax 
of several months, the subsidence of the crater’s floor, 
filled Naples with an increasing panic which only a 
miracle could appease. 

This is reported to have occurred on Sept. 19, when, 
in answer to the prayers of the city, there occurred in 
the San Genarro Cathedral the miracle of the lique- 
faction of the blood of St. Januarius, patron of Naples. 
The occurrence of this prodigy is believed by the faith- 
ful to act as a divine stopper in the neck of the 
volcano. 

It remained for scientific hardihood to adventure into 
the very jaws of the monster whose breath has so often 
been fatal to mankind. When, during the second week 
of September, Prof. Malladra stood like a pygmy on 
the swart and smoking lips of the crater’s moutb, the 
pit into which he was to descend might have been 
compared to Milton's Inferno: 


A dungeor horrible, on all sides round, 
As one great furnace flamed; yet from those flames 
No light; but rather darkness visible. 


Into such a reeking cavern of smoldering fire the sci- 
entist plunged with his companions, two assistants 
from the observatory. They were equipped with 1000 
feet of flax rope, several hundred feet of wire cable, 
a barometer, thermometers, a camera, a magneto needle,

Rank and former wealth counted for noth- 
ing. The Earl’s widow worked with the 
greengrocer’s widow. As the chronicler of that amaz- 
ing community says: 

“Their fist and most difficult task had been to 
teach the members of their community to work for the 
common good, and that task was by no means perfected 
as yet. Co-operation was agreeable «nough to those who 
had nothing to lose, but the women in temporary pos 
session of the sources of food supply were not so easily 
convinced. In many instan-es the committee’s argu- 
ments had been suddenly clinched by an exposition of 
superior force, and prop 
erty owners had discov- 
ered to their amazement 
that they had no remedy.” 

But for a certain Carrie 
Oliver, a farmer’s daugh- 
ter, 19 years old, the com- 
munity must have been in 
worse straits than ever. 
Miss Oliver’s father, dead 
of the plague, had been a 
lazy drunkard, and the 
girl had learned farming 
thoroughly by doing the 
work herself.
